At the time Weidner and Stip­ 
pick became carriers there was 
only one other carrier on the 
force, Henry Wilke. Stippick cov­ 
ered the south side, W e i d n e r the 
east, and Wilke the north. Today 
there are nine foot carriers and 
one man on the mounted route. 
They have seen only three post 
masters during that time, namely 
William F. Meyer Jr., the present 
village treasurer, Ben Heifers, and 
Mrs. Virginia Dodge, present post 
master. 
Both agreed last winter was the 
worst winter they ever carried 
; mail. “The only thing I like 
i about winter,” said Weidner, “is 
that I can ice skate, which is 
about my one and only hobby. I 
do most of my skating at the Chi­ 
cago arena.” 
Stippick’s first route comprised 
approximately 290 stops, which 
had to be made twice a day, while 
Weidner, who put in less hours 
at first, made nearly 200 stops. 
Stippick started out with $1,700 a 
i year, and top salary for his posi­ 
tion today runs around $3,900. 
Weidner began at 65 cent!* per 
hour and now makes over $1 an 


I hour. 
WEIDNER, who is a confirmed 
bachelor and expects to remain 
that way, is following in his fath­ 
er, Peter Weidner’s, footsteps, as 
i he was a rural mail carrier for 
21 years. 
Dogs are many times bother­ 
some creatures to mailmen and 
when the reporter asked if there 
was any special experience they 
wished to relate she found Weid­ 
ner had suffered a severe bite in 
the leg. while, on the other hand, 
Stippick said a police dog used 
to follow him on his route and 
kept all other canine creatures at 
a safe distance. 
Stippick, who is married and 
has a son and daughter, is also 
a grandfather of two grandchil­ 
dren. He does a great deal of fish­ 
ing in his spare time, and his lat­ 
est hobby is raising parrakeets in 
partnership with his son-in-law. 
CONTRARY to the common 
belief Uncle Sam furnishes neith­ 
er shoes nor uniforms for post­ 
men. 
“We even had to pay 16 
cents each for the badges on our 
caps,” complains Stippick. 
Both men are eligible to retire 
in five years on a full pension. 
I “lf the mail keeps getting heavi­ 
er,” said Stippick. “I’ll be more 
than ready to retire in 1956.”

made to schedule the speech pe­ 
riods so that they do not inter­ 
fere with recess periods and with 
classroom activities in which the 
child particularly needs or wishes 
to participate. 
A child needs to be helped to 
do something about his speech 
problem, rather than be allowed 
to become embarrassed because 
of it. Mental hygiene plays an im­ 
portant part in the therapy, and 
the proper attitudes must be es­ 
tablished to bring lasting results. 
The speech improvement program 
cannot be considered in terms of 
cures. The objective is to improve 
the speech as much as possible so 
that it can be used effectively 
throughout UL. 


tty of people. 
It is true that no two people speak exactly alike. How­ 
ever, wiien the speech of an 
individual deviates so fa r 
from the speech of other peo­ 
ple that it calls attention to 
itself, interferes with com­ 
munication, or causes th e 
speaker to be embarrassed or un­ 
comfortable because of his speech, 
then speech therapy is in order. 
Parents and children alike must 
understand that a problem in 
speech is no disgrace. Everyone 
realizes that one child may learn 
to run faster or learn to read 
more easily than his friend of the 
same chronological age. Likewise, 
one child may learn to speak 
earlier 
and 
without 
difficulty, 
whereas another would benefit 
from assistance toward develop­ 
ing better speech. All the causes 
of 
speech 
problems 
are

known, but it is knowrn that there 
is considerable variation in the 
developm ent of speech. 
MUCH CAN BE gained by de 


The child’s speech patterns are 
developed over a period of years, 
until he is expected to have so­ 
called “normal” speech. If he is 
having difficulty in this develop­ 
mental process, it is advisable to 
help him before the undesirable 
speech habit becomes too firmly 
fixed. Sometimes as the child ma­ 
tures, the speech may improve 
without special help. On the other 
hand, many children g.-ow up, 
only to find them? Ives still har­ 
boring a speech problem. Further­ 
more, as a child 
lives 
with 
a 
speech 
problem, he frequently 
begins to notice the teasing and 
ridicule of other children. At first, 
he may try to fight back, but 
later he may adopt the philoso­ 
phy of fly ing to avoid those situ­ 
ations in which he will be pen­ 
alized because of his speech. 
A child’s speech problem may 
be brought to the attention of the 
speech correctionist in two ways.

in rehearsal 


Hex e m the Middle West, until 
W orld War II when about a m il­ 
lion service men were treated for 
it in other parts of the world, the 
U. S. had almost forgotten about 
m alaria, or ague. In early days, 
people in many localities consid­ 
ered themselves f o r t u n a t e i f 
everyone in the family did not 
suffer ‘‘chills and fever” at the 
same time. 
Then, for weeks or 
m onths during the late summer 
and autum n of each year, these 
attacks 
repeated 
every 
second 
day on in some cases, every third 
day. They were so regular that 
m any a pioneer knew the exact 
hour to finish the morning’s work 
and sit down to await the first 
chill or ‘‘ague f i t ” 
The typical attack, lasting 6 to 
12 tfburs, begins with yawning 
and stretching. Chilliness increas­ 
es until the whole body shivers, 
the teeth chatter, the fingers be­ 
come dead-white and the nails 
blue. This is followed by a dry 
fever, with the skin burning hot 
and flushed, after which the vic­ 
tim is drenched with sweat and 
is finally left weak and exhaust 
ed. 
Next day the patient feels 
fairly w ell.but his health is grad­ 
ually underm ined by repeated at­ 
tacks. 
MALARIA, has a higher world 
w ide -sickness rate and death rate 
than any other hum an disease. It 
is especially prevalent in the trop­ 
ics and other warm parts of the 
world, where it is also called in 
tfTHMttent fever, 
jungle 
fever, 
black-w ater fever, marsh fever 
and hill fever. The malaria germ 
is a microscopic one-celled ani 
m al parasite which attacks the 
red blood cells of man and de­ 
stroys them, causing the victim to 
become weak and sallow. 
There 
are three main types, differing in 
the length of tim e required for 
their development in the blood 
cells, the num ber of days between 
attacks, the time of day when the 
attacks begin, and their severity. 
The commonest form in the Mid­ 
dle West is called “tertian” and 
causes attacks which start about 
noon on alternate days. 
“Quar­ 
tan ” 
m alaria 
produces 
attacks 
every 72 hours, starting about 
sundown. 
Malaria is spread from person 
to person entirely by mosquitoes 
and furtherm ore, 
only 
by 
the 
bites of the females of certain 
common 
kinds 
of 
mosquitoes, 
known as Anopheles. The germ, 
which 
t h e 
mosquito 
acquires 
when she bites an infected per­ 
son, must spend from one to two 
weeks in her body to complete an 
essential part of its life cycle. 
After that, when she bites an­ 
other person, these parasites are 
injected into the blood 
stream 
w here each enters a red cell, m ul­ 
tiplies until the cell is destroyed,

U S homes to share beauty 
of Washington's prized tree 


A 300-year-old tree once owned and prized by George 
Washington has produced 45,000 feet of handsomely figured 
veneers and lumber that ultimately w ill grace the interiors 
of many American homes, offices 
and public buildings in the form 
of wall paneling and furniture. 
The giant walnut tree, har­ 
vested recently by Hartzell In­ 
dustries of Piqua, O., a member 
of The Veneer Association, served 
as a wilderness landm ark to ex­ 
plorers and pioneers. Because the 
tree already wras over mature, 
cutting became necessary to pre­ 
vent further disintegration. Tow­ 
ering 70 feet, the majestic hard­ 
wood tree had a crown spread 
greater than its height. Its trunk 
measured 50 inches in diameter, 
exclusive of bark, five feet above 
the ground. 
Hardwood face veneers, used in 
wall paneling, television and radio 
cabinets and high quality furni­ 
ture for the home, bring out the 
natural beauty of the wood. Time 
only serves to mellow and, enrich 
the beauty of the veneer surfaces

Home heating: advances of 
the last six years are vividly 
revealed in a revision by the 
Small Home* Council of the 
University of Illinois of it* 
1945 nontechnical circular on 
“Heating the 
Home.” The 
1951 revision now is available. 
Two of the eight heating sys­ 
tems described in it were

known six years 
ago. 
Today 
enough is known

search at Illinois and elsewhere 
for them to be generally accept­ 
ed. 
Prominent attention is given to 
heating 
basementless 
houses, 
whose popularity has grown tre­

1945. 
Both 
forced 
hot-water 
and

warm-air systems have been de­ 
veloped which can be used 
in 
these houses. 
WARM-AIR perimeter heating 
for slab-floor basementless houses 
is a completely new idea, tested 
and proved by the University’s 
engineers. 
Hot-water heating with base­ 
board units instead of radiators 
also has been proved at Illinois.

just that of the original equip­ 
ment, but is equal to the initial 
cost plus maintenance and fuel 
costs. 
A ‘cheap’ heating system 
will cost more in the end than 
one properly designed and 
cor­ 
rectly installed. 
“The construction of the house 
also affects the efficiency of 
a 
heating system. 
Excessive heat 
loss can be avoided through good 
construction. 
To 
make 
your 
house as easy to heat as pos­ 
sible, use storm sash and storm 
doors: caulk joints around win­ 
dow frames: insulate ceiling and 
outside walls. 
“All of these will pay divi­ 
dends; they will reduce the ini­ 
tial cost of the heating system, 
reduce fuel bills, and 
increase 
comfort both winter and 
sum­ 
mer.”

THE BUILD-UP on this fast 
buck operation usually

He is also told the fac­ 
tory sales manager wants to es­ 
tablish four demonstration homes 
for this new product but that

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Electric Brooder Saves Pigs 


PU T T IN G heat into the farrowing 
pvns is a proved method of prevent­ 
ing baby pigs from becoming chilled. 
Farm statistics show that if pigs are 
allowed to shift for themselves during 
the first 48 hours, chilling will cause 
the death of approximately l l per cent. 
One of the easiest ways to k eep pig* 
from chilling immediately after birth is 
for the farmer to build an electric 
brooder and install it in a corner of 
the farrowing pen. Through its use 
losses may be reduced 50 per cent or 
more. The kind of electric brooder illus­ 
trated here can be put together quickly. 
It is efficient, and the cost is low. 


Sides are cut from a I by 12-inch 
board 12 feet long. The front ends of 
the side pieces are beveled and notched 
to receive the top and bottom brace*, 
both of which are cut from I by 4-inch 
lumber. A triangular piece of Masonite 
quarter-inch tempered hardboard, with 
a hole 12^ inches in diameter cut in 
the center, is nailed over the frame­ 
work. 
Installation of electrical equipment 
— enameled reflector, lamp, weather­ 
proof socket, and IO feet of rubber- 
covered extension cord —completes the 
brooder. The 14-inch reflector is fitted 
over the opening in the roof and secured 
with four wood screws. 
To keep pigs away from the light 
bulb, cover the roof opening on the 
inside with a square piece of hardware 
cloth held in place with I by 1-inch 
nailing strips.

A lot of seasons have changed 
since this column last appeared in 
these pages—summer has gone 
into fall, the baseball season has 
been replaced by the football^ sea­ 
son, the season of “Mums 
is

from his wide and beautiful col­ 
lection, the indoor league is get­ 
ting under way, the one where 
the players gather around a table 
with “pasteboards” instead of out 
around the ball field. ^ es, things 
in general have changed with the 
changing seasons and new inter­ 
ests nave taken the place of the 
old, but let’s take them up one by 
one in a little more detail and see 
what s going on. 
0 ITS FALL 
First of all. the summer has 
gone and it’s fall, officially so. 
even if that cool summer weather 
we had reminded us more of fall 
than of summer. It’s fall and the 
big interest, now that most of the 
crops are in, is *n 
corn cr°P 
which still is something of a m at­ 
ter of guess work. 
A lot of the farmers who got 
! their corn planted on time say 
I that the crop looks good and ap­ 
pears to be made. But there was 
a lot of late planted corn that 
still needs some good dry weather 
to ripen it up and there is a lot 
of green com around the country 
that definitely looks as if it would 
only be good for silage. 
Some of the boys out on the 
farms whose crops look safe are 
really going to harvest a bumper 
crop and some stunning yields 
per acre seem sure to be in the 
offing. 
Blackbirds and starlings have 
raised havoc in some corn fields, 
and the ravages of the birds can 
be plainly seen. It doesn’t take 
long for damage to mount up 
when a few hundred or a few 
thousand of those birds suddenly 
swoop down on a field of corn. 
Louis Freise says it doesn’t 
seem to him that the blackbirds 
used to do much damage to the 
carn fields, but since they have 
,got mixed up with the starlings 
the damage is a lot worse. 
In 
short, Louis thinks that the star­ 
lings are teaching the blackbirds 
bad manners. 
Our observation has been that 
the blackbirds are doing enough 
mischief on their own hook and 
don’t need any teaching. The big 
flocks we have seen in cornfields 
have been preponderantly black­ 
birds, and they have surely raised 
the dickens in a lot of fields. 
The late summer and early fall 
haying sees the farmers encoun­ 
tering much better weather than 
at the time of the first haying, 
and as one farm er said, the coun­ 
try is so full of hay we don’t 
know where to put it. 
A lot of fall plowing has been 
done in spite of hard ground, and 
some of the fields have been 
I worked up and planted to winter 
wheat. The early fall rains should 
give that wheat a fine start and 
soften up the ground so the fall 
plowing will be a lot easier from 
here on. 
0 FOOTBALL 
Locally the baseball season is 
over, 
the 
softball 
tournaments 
are out of the way and football is 
here. Along last summer we used 
to hear Dick Welty cracking some 
remarks about a Northwest con­ 
ference championship this fall. He 
made these remarks during soft­ 
ball games, but since the Palatine 
team has got into action, we 
haven’t heard any championship 
talks coming from Dick’s direr 
tion and we think we can 
see 
why. 
A team that looked like at least 
a championship contender before 
the season started has looked like 
a second division team in its first 
couple of games. The boys crossed 
out Warren 6 to 0 on a forward 
pass in the last 45 seconds of play 
at Gurnee and then a week later 
were lucky to tie Wauconda 6-6.

She’s cornaceous ai H. not coif 
as it affects the farm and its prod­ 
ucts, but aware of it in the way 
it enters her home. 
But like her husband, with his 
tractors and cultivators, she also 
has modern tools to solva her 
soil problems efficiently. 
One of the most important of 
these is her wringer washing ma­ 
chine. This machine is relatively 
low in initial cost and in mainte­ 
nance. It is easily moved. And 
its hot water consumption is low. 
According to Mary K. Dough­ 
erty, Director of Home Economics 
of Thor Corporation, the modern 
streamlined wringer washers can 
take care of the most heavily 
soiled work clothes. She offers 
these laundry hints to the farm 
homemaker which will help get 
the overalls and other work 
clothes clean: 
Most work clothes art made of 
tough, durable material which 
does not give up dirt easily. As 
the first step in toking care of 
these stubborn garments it is wise 
to turn the cuffs down and turn 
pockets inside out Then shake 
and brush clothes thoroughly to 
remove all looee soil and sand. 
Stains should be removed and 
all rips and tears mended before 
washing. The usual types of stain 
on farm work clothes are mud, 
green tomato vine, fruit and 
grease. A little ammonia or kero­ 
sene added to the wash water 
helps dissolve grease that might 
be on overalls from tractor or 
other farm machinery. 
Red mud stains, common in the 
east and southeast, may have to 
be bleached out. A chlorine 
bleach on white clothes or hydro­ 
gen peroxide on colors should do 
the job. Bleach the clothes after 
they are washed and then rinse 
them well. Tomato vine stain is 
yellcwish-green in color, and 
sometimes quite difficult to re­ 
move. It is best to wash the gar­ 
ment as soon as possible and

Tho stains removed, it’s time to 
get down to the business of re­ 
moving the dirt Work clothes are 
usually heavily soiled and so 
should bo soaked 20 minutes in 
warm water and one-half tho 
usual amount of soap or detergent 
in order to loosen the toil. 
After this, wash the clothing 
for IO to 15 minutes in hot water. 
If the clothes are still soiled, 
rather than extend the wash pe­ 
riod, refill your wisher with 
fresh, hot sudsy water and wash 
for another IO minutes. A good 
water softener used with the 
soap or detergent also will help 
loosen the soil. 
The first rinse should be in hot 
water and should last about five 
minutes. If it is necessary to 
bleach, mix the bleach thorough­ 
ly with lukewarm water and soak 
the clothing in it for about 15 
minutes. The next rinse should 
_____ ^_____ ____ be in warm water and last -bout 
treat the remaining atom with I four minutes. The third and last 
bleach. 
I rinse should be in cool water. 


Two new ideas 
given for new

The odds are pretty heavily 
against you if you have a cow 
with a 500-pound fat record and 
are looking for a herd sire to 
improve the production of her 
daughters. 
That’s one finding from a Uni­ 
versity of Illinois study of 1,577 
dairy sires proved 
in 
Illinois 
dairy h^rd improvement associa­ 
tion herds during the past 
14 
years. 
J. G. Cash. College of Agricul­ 
ture dairyman, says the 
study 
shows that, as the production of 
the dams increases, it becomes 
harder to locate a sire that can 
increase the production of their 
daughters. 
IF YOU PICK a herd sire as 
the average DHIA member does, 
the odds of getting a sire that 
will improve production are: 
7 to I if the dams give less 
than 300 pounds of butterfat. 
3 to 2 if the dams give from 
351 to 400 pounds of fat. 
I to I if the dams give from 
401 to 450 pounds of fat. 
I to 2 if the dams give from 
451 to 500 pounds of fat. 
I to IO if the dams give more 
than 500 pounds of fat. 
Cash says the odds on improv­ 
ing above 500 pounds are chal­ 
lenging. 
But they’re not impos­ 
sible. Some dairymen have rais­ 
ed even a 500-pound average by 
careful sire selection. It can be 
done. 
Cash urges dairymen al­ 
ways to pick the best 
possible 
aire.

floor, and cross partitions. Solid 
partition- especially will stiffen 
the crib, and by dividing the crib 
into smaller compartments, you 
can dry smaller units one at a 
time. 
The other new idea — solid- 
sided end walls—prevents short 
circuiting of air durmg artificial 
drying.

In the northwest com er of the 
pine grove. I found a large flock 
of mixed birds. There were some 
of the first juncos of the season 
and quite a few myrtle warblers.

J warbler and a red-start, a white- 
4 breasted nuthatch, ruby-crowned

•flickers. I also saw the first palm 
warbler of the fall. Grackle flocks 
are large and numerous and mak­ 
ing a nuisance of themselves as 
usual to the villagers as they set­ 
tle in large flocks at night in the 
residential sections. 
OCTOBER 13—This grey Fri­ 
day the sky had a lean and hun­ 
gry look. The altocumulus clouds 
showed like a hound dog’s ribs. 
This noon I lunched by the old 
village dump on the edge of the 
woods back of the seating factory. 
There were a great number of 
birds in the weeds, and altogether 
I counted ll species. The birds 
were evidently on the move in a 
migrational wave. During the af­ 
ternoon flocks of geese started to 
fly over heading south, and never 
before have I seen so many. Al-j 
together from about I o’clock un-| 
til dusk, I counted seven flocks. 
There were two large flocks of 
about 150 wa vies, mostly snow 
geese, and one flock of 82 Canada 
geese. One flock of about 50 w av- j 
ies was badly disorganized and 
fleeing 
an 
airplane 
that 
had 
frightened them. They flew to the 
north and then circled around to 
the south before they gathered 
ranks again. 
October 20—The past few days 
have been hot with tem peratures' 
from 88-90 degrees! 
Last night 
Will Nottke and I went out with 
about 12 Boy Scouts for a cook­ 
out at Elk Grove. It was a perfect 
night, warm and clear with a half 
moon. After various meals were 
prepared and eaten and utensils 
cleaned, we hiked down the road 
and as far as the second field be­ 
yond the pines. 
The boys were 
intrigued w ith stories of the early 
settlers who lived in the clearings 
and hearing about the wild ani­ 
mals that inhabit the woods. The 
moonlight shining 
through 
the 
trees lent a feeling of mystery 
that made the woods seem a lot 
more fascinating than when seen 
in daylight. Tonight is clear and 
cold, and I think there will be a 
good frost.
